WILBRAHAM - Belchertown 
resident Victor Robidoux, who 
has been a Wilbraham firefighter 
and paramedic for many years, 
is working hard to get back in 
fighting shape. 

After more than 30 years of 
responding to the emergencies of 
others, and returning from taking 
another patient to the hospital 
during a shift as a Wilbraham 
firefighter on June 27, 2019, he 
began to feel poorly. After first 
trying to shake it off, he then 
stopped at a Wilbraham urgent 
care center to be checked out 
and soon found himself on the 
way to the hospital. 

After spending a few days in 
the hospital he was diagnosed 
high blood pressure and diabe- 
tes, and began what he terms the 
long road to recovery. 

After being prescribed blood 
pressure and diabetes medi- 
cations, he and his wife also 
changed how they ate. “We 
didn’t go on a diet, we changed 
our eating habits and began eat- 
ing clean,’ he said. After start- 
ing at over 200 pounds, he has 
lost weight and kept it off after 
first losing too much too quick- 
ly, he said. Now he is maintain- 
ing a lower weight as a result of 
improved eating habits. 

He was also diagnosed with a 
torn rotor cuff and a bicep injury, 
and underwent surgery this past 
January to repair them. 

“My doctor suggested work 
hardening,’ Robidoux said, and 
it has turned out to be the key 
for him in returning to physical

BELCHERTOWN - The select- 
board has gone one step further 
with their conversation about 
including a public comment period 
at its meetings, a decision which 
members do not take lightly. 

Selectboard Chair Gail 
Gramarossa told the board she 
created a “draft of a proposal” 
which members discussed and 
added comment during the meet- 
ing on Monday, Aug. 24. 

She explained the proposal is 
in line with recommendations 
from the Massachusetts Municipal 
Association on including a pub- 
lic comment period in a regular 
meeting. 

“We’re looking at a limited 
time, most places do no more than 
15 minutes (total.) Each speaker 
has a time limit, hopefully we can 
get some help with keeping track 
of that. It is recommended by 
Mass. Municipal that comments 
be limited to on the agenda that 
night,’ Gramarossa said. “In my 
bullet list, I’m reminding everyone 
this is not the time for debate or 
to resolve a problem, it’s really a 
time to get input from the public.” 

Selectboard member Jim Barry 
said the group would need to 
self-police about debating with 
people. 

“I would hate to see if we go 
on and on and on, we could be 
here all night,” he said. “So not 
just limited (comment) to a few

minutes, but also limiting our 
response to only factual informa- 
tion and not engaging in a debate.” 

The chair would have discre- 
tion to determine if a comment 
needs to be cut short “something 
is personally attacking or of con- 
cern, or if it’s not the purview of 
the selectboard,” said Gramarossa. 
According to the proposal, 
speakers would need to identify 
themselves and potentially their 
address.

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Debate shows aggressive race between Morse, Neal

SPRINGFIELD — In a showing 
of how ugly a primary race has got- 
ten, Holyoke Mayor Alex Morse 
faced off against U.S. Rep. Richard 
Neal, D-Massachusetts, in a debate 
broadcast on NBC last Thursday 
night. 

The moderator in the debate did 
not pull any punches, attacking 
many of the prominent issues that 
have been in the media during the 
past several weeks. 

In that period of time, Morse 
has viciously attacked Neal’s 
“Washington high-life” and stated 
that the high-ranking representative 
is funded by too many corporate 
donors and is out of touch with the 
needs of his district. 

Neal has countered, alleg- 
ing Morse has a poor record as 
a School Committee chair in 
Holyoke, and lacks progression in 
many aspects as mayor of the city 
for the past nine years. 

Neal also spoke openly and 
directly in this debate and one held 
last Monday about the allegations 
that his campaign tried to sabo- 
tage Morse’s candidacy by leaking 
a letter from College Democrats 
of Massachusetts that state Morse 
was involved in sexual relationships 
with male students at the University 
of Massachusetts-Amherst. At the 
time, Morse was a part-time lectur- 
er at the school. 

Neal categorically denied he or 
his campaign had anything to do

with the story leaking just three 
weeks from the primary, while 
Morse countered simply by saying 
the timing was suspect, but could 
not offer any other proof beyond 
the timing and a rumor of a partic- 
ular individual trying to curry favor 
from Neal’s camp. 

That question led off the debate, 
and from there, the two candidates 
sparred hard on several issues, 
including a battle over the CARES 
act and the fact Morse opposed it. 

Neal chided Morse for his 
attack of the CARES act, saying 
it brought millions of dollars to 
Western Massachusetts and saved 
many jobs, including jobs right 
Morse’s home city of Holyoke. 
He said Morse would have been 
one of only five legislators to 
oppose the act. Morse said the 
CARES act did not go far enough. 
Morse attacked Neal’s opposition 
of the Green New Deal, an aggres- 
sive environmental act proposed by 
some Democratic House members. 
Morse claimed Neal is opposed to 
the Green New Deal because Neal’s

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campaign is heavily supported by 
fossil fuel companies. Neal coun- 
tered Morse’s assertions saying he 
supported reducing the carbon foot- 
print, but did not believe the Green 
New Deal would work in its current 
form. 

Questions surrounded economy, 
response to the coronavirus pan- 
demic, and the ongoing controversy 
at the Holyoke Soldiers Home. 

Morse frequently attacked 
Neal’s lack of presence in the 
First Congressional District of 
Massachusetts, while Neal attacked 
Morse’s lack of presence right in 
Holyoke. He referenced the num- 
ber of school committee meetings 
missed while the state took over 
the schools, and that he was invit- 
ed to be part of conference calls 
regarding the Soldiers Home, but 
Morse would either miss, or “drop 
out early” from the calls. 

Morse said he believes a fresh 
face to change how politics in 
Washington is needed. 

The two candidates will square 
off in the Sept. 1 primary. The 
First Congressional District 
in Massachusetts is the larg- 
est district geographically in the 
state, and includes most Western 
Massachusetts towns and cities. 
Please check with your local town 
or city clerk for early voting, mail- 
in voting, and in-person voting 
options. 

Barring a strong write-in cam- 
paign, the winner of the primary is 
the presumptive U.S. Rep.-elect.

three minutes to speak and to see how the 


board would be able to control the com- 
ments made by people. 

“Three minutes is an awfully long time 
to talk and I’m open to people sending in 
stuff ahead of time that we can read, too,” 
Boscher said. “So, I’m wondering if we 
keep it at three minutes or lower it to some 
other number. Secondly, I’m not sure if we 
can reign in peoples remarks just because 
of first amendment, free speech rules and all 
the other stuff that goes with it.” 

Selectboad member Nick O’Connor said 
he was skeptical of the execution of public 
comment. 

“Being the board for five years, I’ve seen 
chairs refuse to listen to the room when 
they didn’t agree with the chair and seen 
them invite pubic comment when they were 
in agreement. This gives undue enormous 
power to the chair,’ O’Connor said, adding 
he wasn’t referring to the current board. 
“T?m concerned about that, I’ve seen that 
used many times to facilitate dialogue and 
drive conversation which I don’t think is 
fair, from the boards perspective. I’m con- 
cerned about how to do in a fair and equita- 
ble way.” 

O’Connor also agreed with Barry that the 
time limit needed to be shorter than three 
minutes, and the period needed to be a com- 


ment, rather than a conversation. 

“Tt’s really about getting people in front 
of the camera, they can write letters now. 
This is really about getting very public, 
maybe the press picks it up and it gains 
momentum. That’s the power of what is 
being proposed here they can reach the 
board in a variety of ways, this is about 
reaching the board in front of other people,” 
O’Connor said. “I’m concerned ore around 
doing it the right way, as opposed to the phi- 


losophy of allowing open comment, I think 
that’s always good.” 

Other bodies, such as the Belchertown 
School Committee, accept public comment 
during meetings, however this would be a 
first for the selectboard according to Town 
Administrator Gary Brougham.

series of circuit training with exer- 
cises similar to many of the tasks a 
firefighter and paramedic might do, 
including carrying someone, lifting 
and bringing heavy objects up and 
down overhead, being able to push 
and pull heavy objects and being 
able to run up and down stairs car- 
rying about 100 pounds. 

Work hardening is usually a 
longer-term program designed for 
injured workers that are medically 
stable but can’t yet return to work 
because of persistent physical lim- 
itations. 

“It somewhat replicates what I 
would do at work,” he said, if 
responding to a fire or a medical 
emergency. 

“T have a heck 
of a trainer, he 
doesn’t let me 
cut any cor- 
ners or get away 
with anything,” 
Robidoux said 
of his physical 
therapist at The 
Return to Work

Got larva? I have 
some answers 


gardener from Hardwick 
At grown broccoli for 

years and is accustomed 
to finding small green worms 
on her plants. This year, how- 
ever, her crop went in a month 
late. Within the last couple of 
weeks, she’s begun to encoun- 
ter a striped worm on the stalks 
and even within the heads. “The 
markings on this caterpillar really 
stand out! What is it and how 
can I treat it?” 

Sounds to me as if the cross-striped cabbageworm is 
visiting your broccoli patch. This pest tends to make an 
appearance late in the season. You are right; the larvae 
really do stand out, especially on your plate! They are 
three-quarter of an inch in length and have characteris- 
tic black and yellow stripes that run along each side of 
their body. Young foliage can be riddled with holes and 
buds can be eaten as well. When mature, the larvae drop 
from the plant to the soil and pupate in a tight cocoon 
enmeshed in sand. The adult moth 1s yellowish brown, 
with a wingspan of about an inch. Its forewings are 
marked with brown zig zags while its paler hind wings 
have five or six spots on them. Eggs are laid in masses 
on the foliage; when the weather is warm they hatch in 
less than a week. 

The cross-striped cabbageworm as well as other 
caterpillars that attack broccoli and its relatives can 
be effectively and safely controlled using one of the 
Bacillus thuringiensis (B.t.) products. B.t. 1s a micro- 
bial insecticide that produces protein crystals toxic to 
some insects but is safe for all mammals, birds and 
fish. Follow the directions on the package carefully and 
time your application for when it will be most effective. 
Caterpillars can also be hand-picked. 

This same gardener was concerned that two branches 
on her lilac bushes were badly wilted. “I cut the branch- 
es back because they looked so terrible. Did I do the 
right thing? What caused this to happen and what can I 
do to prevent it from happening again?” 

Without actually seeing your lilac bush, it sounds to 
me like you did the right thing. Read on to learn about 
the pest I believe to be responsible. Female clearwing 
moths are very destructive, especially considering they 
only live a week! They lay up to 400 eggs in the nooks 
and crannies of lilac bark.The resulting larvae go by 
the name of lilac borers, and just as their name sug- 
gests, they bore into branches and cause them to wilt. 
One telltale sign is frass, a sawdust-like excrement that 
pours out the entry hole. Borers spend the winter in 
these tunnels and will exit through a hole just above the 
first come spring. 

Careful pruning is the first means of control. Cut 
off the infected branch past the entry hole and destroy 
it. Then, improve your cultural practices. Water your 
bushes in times of drought (this year for sure has been 
droughty), and be careful not to injure them with mow- 
ers or weed whackers. Lime regularly to keep pH at an 
optimal level. Insecticides are used as a last result, and 
timing is tricky at best.

What will my wife's benefit be if I die?

Dear Rusty: I am 76-years-old and 
began collecting Social Security when I 
retired at the age of 62. My wife also began 
collecting when she turned 62 based on my 
benefits. She did not work enough to qual- 
ify on her own for Social Security benefits. 
My question is, how much will my wife 
receive after my death? Will she receive 
what I receive now, or will it be a percent- 
age of the total that we both receive? Or 
will it be based on just my benefits alone or 
some other formula’? Signed: An Inquisitive 
Senior 


Dear Inquisitive: Your wife’s survivor 
benefit as your widow will be based upon 
your Social Security benefit alone. Usually 
a surviving spouse receives the same 
amount the deceased spouse was receiving 
at death, if that is more than the survivor 
is already receiving, and if the survivor has 
reached their full retirement age. However, 
in your case, if you should predecease your 
wife there’s a special rule which may bene- 
fit her because you claimed your benefit at 
age 62. 

That rule says that because you claimed 
before your full retirement age (FRA), your 
wife’s benefit as your survivor should be at 
least 82.5% of the benefit you were enti- 
tled to at your full retirement age (66), 
even though you actually claimed at age 
62. And because your benefit was reduced 
by 25% when you took it at age 62, your 
witfe’s benefit as your widow may actual- 
ly be more than you are receiving when 


you pass. This special rule is known as 
the “widow limit,” which stipulates that a 
surviving spouse is entitled to the greater 
of what the deceased was receiving while 
alive, or 82.5% of the deceased’s “primary 
insurance amount” or “PIA,” which is the 
amount due at full retirement age. 

Here’s an example: If your FRA bene- 
fit amount was $1,500/month, then your 
age 62 amount when you claimed was 
$1,125. But due to the special rule, your 
wife would get $1,238 (82.5% of $1,500) 
instead of the reduced $1,125 amount. Of 
course, this example doesn’t reflect the 
COLA (cost of living) increases which 
would have been applied to your bene- 
fit over the years, but as your widow and 
because you claimed before your full 
retirement age, your wife would be entitled 
to at least 82.5% of your PIA if that is more 
than the actual amount you were receiving 
when you passed.

BPD update 
firearms policy 
New policy starts Sept. 1 


BELCHERTOWN -— Procedures for 
the first-time firearms license applicants 
starting Sept. 1 at Belchertown Police 
Department will be as follows. 

Applicants must submit a complete 
application, a check or money order made 
to “Town of Belchertown” for $100, a 
copy of your safety course certification, a 
copy of your driver’s license to the police 
station either by mail or in the drop box to 
the left of the station door. 

Applications must be completed in their 
entirety or it will be returned. 

Applicants will be contacted at a later 
date to schedule an appointment date 
and time. The department is processing 
a large number of applications, so please 
be patient. Applicants will be asked 
pre-screening questions. Please do not call 
the station, an officer will be in contact. 

When applicants arrive for their appoint- 
ments, they will need to wear a mask and 
use the phone at the front door of the 
police station to advise you have arrived. 

The applicant will then be instructed to 
pull behind the station to park in a desig- 
nated parking spot. A temperature will be 
taken and applicants will be given hand 
sanitizer to use. Upon entry into the area 
where fingerprints will be taken and appli- 
cants will be asked to wash their hands. 

After their prints are taken, the applicant 
will be asked to wash their hands again. A 
receipt will be mailed to the applicant. 

Renewals 

Renewals will continue to be processed 
by mailing them in or placing them in the 
drop box to the left of the station’s front 
entry door. Remember to include a check 
made payable to “Town of Belchertown” 
in the amount of $100, a copy of the fire- 
arms license that is being renewed along 
with a copy of the applicant’s driver’s 
license. A receipt will be mailed to the 
applicant.

BOSTON — The Department of 
Conservation and Recreation (DCR) 
today announced that agency foresters 
have positively identified Beech Leaf 
Disease (BLD) symptomatic trees

Blandford. Infected trees include both 
American Beech (Fagus grandifolia) 
and European Beech (Fagus sylvatica) 
trees. This is the first time the tree 
disease, which affects beech tree vari- 
eties, has been identified in the state, 
and members of the public are asked 
to monitor beech trees on their prop- 
erty and report potentially infected 
trees to DCR for analyses.

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Cold Hill project one step closer, BOS in favor

GRANBY —- The Granby Board of 
Selectmen looked favorably upon the pros- 
pects of an independent project that must 
receive the town’s blessing. During its Aug. 
17 meeting, the board discussed a potential 
sewer line extension on Cold Hill Road. 

When the discussion concluded, 
Selectboard member motioned that the the 
board approve plans forthe Cold Hill 
Road sewer project contingent upon South 
Hadley’s review and approval of them. 
Selectboard member Jay Joyce seconded 
the motion, which passed unanimously. 

“Basically, this is a sewer line extension 
up in the Cold Hill Road. area of Granby. 
It involves four properties,’ said Town 
Administrator Christopher Martin. “The 
first one 1s 85 Cold Road, the second one is 
for 81 Cold Hill Road, the third one is for 
79 Cold Hill Road and the last one is for 
75 Cold Hill Road They want to connect to 
our sewer pipe that is up in the area.” 

Martin reported he reviewed the plans

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with DPW Director David Desrosiers, add- 
ing that “we don’t see an issue with it.” The 
board supported the project, but Martin 
explained the next step during the Monday 
evening meeting. 

“We would like the board to approve it 
contingent upon South Hadley being able 
to review the plans and be able to make 
comments if they have any concerns with 
the proposal,” said Martin, citing the road’s 
close proximity to the northern border of 
South Hadley. 

Desrosiers attended the online meet- 
ing and was able to provide more details 
pertaining to the Cold Hill Road project. 
The four proposed houses would tie into 
a sewer system operated by the town of 
Granby, and Desrosiers mentioned several 
minor reservations that pertained to main- 
tenance. 

“We’ve had a few concerns with the 
easements the way that they were originally 
drafted; the wording and such putting the 
maintenance and pretty much the respon- 
sibility for the proponents along the mane 
that is off of the town right away,” said 


Desrosiers. “In other words, they’re respon- 
sible for that section. We would assist them 
if we could. I don’t foresee a lot of mainte- 
nance on it, but we just tweaked the word- 
ing a little bit so it’s picking up an area of 
the town that’s already sewered.” 

One of the houses involved in the pro- 
posed project is already connected to the 
sewer line. As part of the project, the prop- 
erty owner would change a pump that goes 
down “the other side of Cold Hill Road” to 
a gravity fed system to eliminate pumping 
costs. 

Joyce voiced a concern of his own, also 
related to maintenance costs. He directed 
his inquiry at Desrosiers. 

“The only question that I had when I 
read it is it said the town is going to be 
responsible for routine maintenance,” said 
Joyce. “Is there some kind of document 
that says what routine maintenance is 
so we don’t get into a ‘he said, she said’ 
[debate]? 

Desrosiers acknowledged that there are 
no guidelines outlying what qualifies as 
routine maintenance. In response, Joyce

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asked if he thinks maintenance guidelines 
should be established “so they don’t bill the 
town,’ and Desrosiers quickly answered. 

“T don’t know that they can bill the town 
for anything,’ he said. ““The sewer commis- 
sioners have the final say on that anyways. 
If they made a compelling case on a sin- 
gle argument saying, ‘We don’t have the 
equipment to wash a manhole. Could you 
do that?’ I might be inclined to agree with 
them that that’s more or less typical main- 
tenance that we currently do on the rest of 
the system.” 

Desrosiers did offer insight into what 
routine maintenance normally consists of. 
He does not consider the replacement of a 
sewer pipe to fall under that category. 

“There are a number of routine mainte- 
nance items that we do with all manhole 
inspections that the DEP mandates, basi- 
cally,” said Desrosiers. “Typically, manhole 
cleaning; we might spray down with our 
vac truck if there as a buildup on a man- 
hole, but replacement of pipe would not 
be considered routine maintenance, in my 
opinion.”

BLD 1s associated with a foli- 
ar nematode (microscopic worm) 
called Litylenchus crenatae; however, at 
this time, it is unknown exactly how the 
disease spreads from tree to tree. Once 
BLD infects a beech tree, the tree’s 
health deteriorates, potentially exposing 
it to additional stresses, such as other 
diseases or insect pests. Symptoms of 
BLD include: 

Dark bands form between the veins 
of leaves; 

Leaves become curled, deformed, and 
shriveled; and, 

Trees develop a thin canopy. 

A treatment for the disease is not 
available at this time. If property owners 
and community members suspect a tree 
has BLD, please contact DCR’s Forest 
Health Program at (857) 337-5173 or 
email at Nicole.Keleher@ mass. gov.

REGION — Under a joint plan 
from the Massachusetts Interscho- 
lastic Athletic Association and the 
Department of Elementary and 
Secondary Education, there will 
be a high school sports season this 
school year.

demic continues to dictate restrictions, it’s possible the 
higher contact sports, like basketball and hockey, could 
either be postponed or pushed to the floating season. 

The EEA, the Executive Office of Energy and 
Environmental Affairs, is currently issuing the guidance 
for the various sports. The sports that are deemed a more 
moderate risk, will have make changes to the way games 
are played in order to be allowed to play. 

Most of the changes are made in order to help with 
social distancing or to significantly limit contact. 

The most adversely affected sport could be soccer, as 
contact is close and while not as direct as football, does 
involve a moderate level of contact where two or three 
people are close to one another. 

Another group that could be playing sports in the 
floating season are schools that do not participate in fall 
or winter sports due to their individual district going with 
remote learning. School Committees will have to vote on 
whether their high schools will be allowed to participate 
in interscholastic sports while they are in full remote 
learning. Holyoke, Springfield, Longmeadow, and East 
Longmeadow are among the districts that have voted to 
go fully remote in Western Massachusetts. 

Other schools that stand to risk losing seasons are 
those classified in the red category under the gover- 
nor’s risk map for COVID. Right now, South Hadley is 
the only Western Massachusetts town currently in the 
red category. Holyoke and Granby were previously in 
the red, but were removed from that designation last 
Wednesday. 

The MIAA plans to keep a close watch on data and 
frequently evaluate the situation, including if and when a 
vaccine is made available for COVID-19, allowing sports 
play to resume normally.

Volunteers invited to get dirty for cleaner rivers 


GREENFIELD - Registration is now open 
for the Connecticut River Conservancy’s 
Source to Sea Cleanup. This annual event, 
now in its 24th year, has grown into one 
of the largest river cleanups in the coun- 
try. CRC invites volunteers to safely contin- 
ue the tradition of getting dirty for cleaner 
rivers in September.

“The Source to Sea Cleanup strengthens 
community while cleaning up our rivers and 
streams. It’s an opportunity for you to make 
a difference,’ says CRC Executive Director 
Andrew Fisk. “When people help clean their 
rivers, they make lasting connections with 
each other and with their rivers.” The annu- 
al Source to Sea Cleanup is a river clean- 
up coordinated by CRC in all four states 
of the 410-mile Connecticut River basin in 
New Hampshire, Vermont, New Hampshire, 
Massachusetts and Connecticut). 

This year’s cleanup continues throughout 
September, rather than the typical two-day 
event, for better social distancing of volun- 
teers. 

Each fall, thousands of volunteers of all 
ages and abilities clean the Connecticut 
River and its tributaries on foot or by boat. 
Volunteers remove trash along rivers, streams, 
parks, boat launches, trails and more. In 2019, 
more than 3,600 volunteers hauled nearly 67 
tons of trash from riverbanks and waterways 
across four river states. Volunteers remove 
everything from recyclable bottles and cans, 
fishing equipment and food waste to tires, 
televisions, and refrigerators. 

To date, volunteers have removed more 
than 1,167 tons of trash from our rivers. 

“There are lots of ways to get involved,” 
said Lennard. “Volunteers can report a trash 
site in need of cleaning, organize and reg- 


ister your own local cleanup group, or be a 
#RiverWitness on social media. Join us to 
celebrate our collective efforts - together yet 
apart - at a virtual Source to Sea Shindig on 
September 30 to wrap up the cleanup.” 

New this year, CRC 
added #RiverWitness to help people con- 
nect with each other online through their 
shared concern for and appreciation of our 
rivers. Take a photo or video when you are 
at the river, participating in the Source to 
Sea Cleanup or enjoying time outside. Or 
make art inspired by river beauty or river 
pollution. Share on social media, include 
#RiverWitness and tag Connecticut River 
Conservancy. If you’re not on social media, 
share images on CRC’s website: www.ctriver. 

Your images will be added 
to an online mosaic photo display and video. 
Select images will be used to call on deci- 
sion-makers to enact trash solutions to keep 
trash out of our rivers.
